Two days after a magnitude 
7.8 earthquake killed more 
than 6,500 people in Nepal, 
the family of an Edmonton 
couple is desperately trying 
to locate their loved ones, as 
the two were hiking near one 
of the hardest hit areas just 
before the quake hit. 

Bruce and Kathy Macmillan 
are believed to be somewhere 
close to Langtang Village — 
65 kilometres north of the 


capital, Kathmandu — said 
Bruce’s sister, Kandy Barker, 
on Monday. Barker said some 
of the most hard hit areas 
in Nepal are the high camps 
near Langtang Village and 
Bamboo Village. And it’s one 
of the stops the couple had 
planned to hit just before 
the quake. 

Family members are using 
information they’ve gath¬ 
ered through people on the 
ground, and have created a 
poster, tracking the pair’s 
movement leading up to Sat¬ 
urday. 

But they are publicly frus¬ 
trated by what they describe 
as the Canadian government’s 
lack of action to locate the 
pair, as well as other strand¬ 
ed citizens. “Our Canadian 
government isn’t doing very 
much,” said Barker from her 
home in Montreal. “All of this 


mobilization and all of this 
information is coming via 
people, just civilians.” 

Bruce and Kathy have been 
traveling since November, 
and planned to meet their 
two sons, Frazer and Jay, in 
Kathmandu on Monday. But 
after the April 25 earthquake, 
the two men lost contact with 
their parents. 

Staying in close contact 
with family via Faceboolc, 
Barker said Frazer, is cur¬ 
rently in Kathmandu while 
Jay has gone to Delhi, India. 

Barker said trekking in the 
mountains of Nepal wasn’t 
unusual for 62-year-old Bruce 
and 57-year-old Kathy, who’re 
both passionate about travel. 

“They’ve always traveled,” 
said Barker.

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Lall says he 
feels betrayed

Candidate says 
he was once 
close with 
party head 

Jamie Lall says he was a loyal 
Progressive Conservative volun¬ 
teer for years, ran in a riding in 
the 2012 election he knew he 
couldn’t win, and feels he’s be¬ 
ing punished for standing up to 
the party’s “machine.” 

The comments were made 
during a sit-down interview with 
Metro Monday in which he tem¬ 
porarily turned over his phone 
so the full slate of text messa¬ 
ges involving his candidacy in 
Chestermere-Rocky View could 
be reviewed. 

Lall said he began making in¬ 
quiries about an MLA run around 
the new year, asking the party’s 
executive director Kelley Charle- 
bois where incumbents would 
be retiring. 

“I considered him a friend, a 
mentor,” Lall said. 

As proof of their past dealings, 
Lall pointed to a March 12,2014 
exchange during a time when 
Charlebois’ leadership was be¬ 
ing drawn into question publicly. 

“I have been advised my ser¬ 
vices are no longer required by 
the PC Party,” Charlebois wrote 
to Lall at the time. 

Lall replied, “It’s horses-t is 
what this is. You shouldn’t be 
the one taking the fall.” 

Come nomination time, Lall 
said he settled on Chestermere 
because he grew up there and 
has a local base of support. 

But he said he quickly grew 
nervous of rumblings he’d heard 
of attempts to undermine his 
campaign. It was then that he 
reached out to Charlebois on Feb. 
17, asking: “If I drop out of Ches¬ 
termere, what’s still available?” 

The director responded via 
text, “Honestly, not much to run 
in... Varsity... wantto be on the 
campaign instead this time?” 

Lall responded that he’d heard 
of supporters being called and 
told that a vote for him was a 
vote against the party. Charlebois 
responded, “It is dirty!” 

“It was like, how many more 
do I need to take for the team?” 
Lall said Monday. “If this is how 


any political party is going to 
treat their own people, how do 
you think they’re going to treat 
the general public? They have 
the machine and if they want to 
come at you, they will.” 

The PC party was supplied 
with copies of the text messa¬ 
ges between Lall and Charlebois 
Monday, but did not make any¬ 
one available for an interview. 

“As we’ve said many times 
before, the reason for being dis¬ 
allowed from the race has been 
made clear to Mr. Lall,” PC cam¬ 
paign spokesman Mike Store- 
shaw said. “He knows what it is. 
Our campaign is moving forward 
with an outstanding candidate, 
who will continue to be an ex¬ 
cellent MLA for Chestermere- 
Rocky View.” 

Lail said he never expected to 
topple Liberal incumbent Kent 
Hehr in his failed 2012 MLA bid 
in Calgaiy-Buffalo. He was vetted 
by the party prior to that bid, too, 
but not by a private investigator. 

He granted an interview with 
Gordon Bull from Forensic Group 
West Ltd. and supplied some 
documents that were requested. 

Afterwards, on March 14, Lall 
reached out to then-justice Min¬ 
ister Jonathan Denis to ask about 
such a process. 

“The party says they use him 
for all candidates,” Lall wrote. 

But Denis responded: “BS. 
BS. BS.” Requests were made to 
Denis for comment on the text 
messages and no response was 
provided. 


Bull has also been tied to an 
internal probe of bribeiy allega¬ 
tions made against Edmonton- 
Ellerslie Toiy incumbent Naresh 
Bhardwaj ahead of his own nom¬ 
ination vote. 

An email supplied by Lall from 
a member of the PC Chestermere- 
Rocky View riding association, 
meanwhile, confirms he was an 
approved candidate on March 
24, four days before he was then 
disqualified. 

But both Charlebois and PC 
Leader Jim Prentice have main¬ 
tained that the vetting of Lall 
turned up a reason to disqual¬ 
ify him. 

“They (the nomination com¬ 
mittee) made their decision in 
the case of Mr. Lall for good rea¬ 
sons,” Prentice told reporters at 
a press event March 31. “I can’t 
speak to you about what those 
reasons are because I think that’s 
up to Mr. Lall, if he wishes to 
speak about it.” 

At the time, Prentice also said 
the losses of other former Wil- 
drose candidates had “nothing 
whatsoever” to do with Lall’s 
disqualification. 

Bruce McAllister, the former 
Wildrose MLA who switched par¬ 
ties and is now running for the 
PCs in Chestermere-Rocky View, 
was contacted for comment on 
the text messages late Monday, 
but didn’t respond by press time. 

There’s no indication McAl¬ 
lister had any connection to Lall’s 
disqualification.

First stop Toronto and next 
stop, Rio De Janeiro — that’s 
the planned trajectory for Ed¬ 
monton Paralympian hopeful 


Austin ffinchey. 

As a member of Team Can¬ 
ada’s mens sitting volleyball 
team, the 23-year-old and 
soon-to-be NAIT graduate will 
be competing this summer at 
the Parpan Am Games in To¬ 
ronto. While there, he hopes 
to qualify for the 2016 Sum¬ 
mer Paralympic Games in Rio 
De Janeiro, Brazil. 

ffinchey said the team 
— which transitioned from 
playing standing to seated vol¬ 
leyball in 2008 — has come 
into their own and Rio De 
Janeiro is looking like more 
and more like a possibility. 


“This is sort of our team 
peaking. We’re the best we’ve 
ever been and have a reason¬ 
able shot at qualifying this 
time,” said Hinchey, who com¬ 
peted in the 2011 Guadalajara 
Parapan Ams and placed third. 

“Before, it’s been a little 
bit of a long shot and now 
we feel it’s a lot more realis¬ 
tic should be there.” 

Born with brittle bone 
disease, Hinchey had his leg 
amputated below the knee 
just before he started Grade 
6, after repeatedly breaking 
it. Since then, he’s worn a 
prosthetic limb and high- 


performance foot on a daily 
basis, but ditches it for sitting 
volleyball. 

Hinchey said he was always 
interested in sports, but was 
recruited by Team Canada 
playing able-bodied club vol¬ 
leyball at 16, and that’s where 
he’s been focusing his energy 
and training for the last sev¬ 
en years. 

“After being in it for a 
while... that’s when (I) start¬ 
ed setting more realistic goals 
with what I wanted to do with 
it,” he said. “Volleyball was 
just something I was best at 
and enjoyed the most.”

Group hopes to

“This area is really underrepre¬ 
sented,” says Jacqueline Ohm, 
Quarters resident. “People think 
it’s just parking lot.” 

Changes to the bricks and 
mortar are coming to the infam¬ 
ous Quarters, just east of down¬ 
town. But beyond these concrete 
changes are a band of people 
who want to shift how Edmon¬ 
ton sees its troubled downtown 
neighbourhood and its residents. 

The neighbourhood is cur¬ 
rently considered downtrodden, 
underdeveloped and home to 
many social-services organiza¬ 
tions and their clientele — as 
well as those surface parking 
lots. But over the coming decade 
it will see a myriad of changes, 
from a new hotel to an LRT hne 
running through it. 

Indeed, the city’s plan for the 
Quarters is worth $56 million, 
and will see five distinct areas, 
“each with its own character, 
activities and feel,” according 
to the city’s website. 

Ohm, president of the board 
for the Quarters Arts Society, 
says it’s important these changes 
are balanced with engagement 
with the neighbourhood’s cur¬ 


rent residents. “We know there’s 
a lot of development happening 
here in the future and we want 
to create an access point for 
people who are marginalized 
and might not have a venue 
for their voice to be expressed.” 

A similar stoiy has unfolded 
for 118 Avenue after groups like 
“We Believe in 118” sparked re¬ 
vitalization there. 

Thim Choy, head of the Boyle 
Street Community League, says 
the Quarters group is examin¬ 
ing Alberta Avenue’s approach, 
and is considering creating a 
Neighbourhood Empowerment 
Team (NET) involving residents, 
businesses and organizations for 
crime prevention. 

“They tried to have the NET 
team (in the Quarters) before 
but it didn’t work,” says Choy. 
“They’re going to try again to 
get it to work.” 

The plan is also to tell a differ¬ 
ent stoiy by holding art shows 
highlighting local talent, talks 
on historical buildings and 
showcasing the area’s public 
art and gardens — essentially, 
giving Boyle Street a “human 
element,” says Ohm. 

But until that long-term 
plan rolls out, Ohm and other 
members of Quarters Arts So¬ 
ciety want Edmonton to know 
there’s something happening, 
right now. 

“We want to say ‘There’s 
artwork here, there’s gardens 
here and things are growing. 
You might want to come and 
check it out.’”

Denis resigns, remains candidate 


Progressive Conservative Leader 
Jim Prentice says he has confi¬ 
dence in Jonathan Denis as a 
candidate, despite asking him 
to step down as justice minis¬ 
ter over a legal dispute with his 
estranged wife. 

The Alberta premier said he 
requested that Denis step down 
after learning over the week¬ 
end that legal proceedings had 
started between Denis and his 
wife, Breanna Palmer. 

Records show a private hear¬ 
ing was held at the Calgary 
Court of Queen’s Bench last 
Friday, but a court clerk said 
there was a publication ban 


placed on the evidence. 

Prentice told reporters Mon¬ 
day that, under the circum¬ 
stances, it wasn’t appropriate 
to have Denis stay on as justice 
minister. 

“I think this is a private mat¬ 
ter between him and his spouse. 
It’s not appropriate for anyone 
to serve as the minister of jus¬ 
tice and the attorney general 
when they have legal proceed¬ 
ings or are a party to legal pro¬ 
ceedings that are before the 
courts,” Prentice said. “The min¬ 
ister of justice and the attorney 
general are responsible for the 
administration of justice and 


he cannot be a private litigant 
at the time he serves as the 
minister.” 

Prentice said he is comfort¬ 
able with Denis continuing as 
the PC candidate for Calgaiy 
Acadia. “I have confidence in 
him as a person and he will 
press ahead as our candidate.” 

Denis has not spoken publicly 
about his situation, but issued a 
statement on Saturday. "My wife 
and I have had difficulties in our 
marriage over the last several 
months. I am veiy saddened by 
these recent circumstances,” 
Denis said in the statement.

The provincial government — 
regardless of what party runs 
it, come May 5 — will not be 
able to ignore Edmonton May¬ 
or Don Iveson after his state- 
of-the-city speech Monday. 

In his annual speech, or¬ 
ganized by the Chamber of 
Commerce, Iveson said in the 
past the city might have been 
ignored by other levels of gov¬ 
ernment because of how it 
voted, but that won’t be the 
case now. 

“I’m confident that no mat¬ 
ter what Albertans decide on 
May 5, together you, along 
with our city council will not 
stand for any provincial gov¬ 
ernment ever forgetting about 
Edmonton again,” he said, in 
the closing lines of his speech. 

Iveson’s speech drew back 


When it comes to youth dis¬ 
engagement for the May 5 
provincial election, Alberta’s 
student leaders are pointing 
the finger at party leaders for 
not making post-secondary 
students a top priority on the 
campaign trail. 

Student association mem¬ 
bers in Edmonton and Calgary 
called Thursday’s 90-minute 
debate between PC, NDP, Lib¬ 
eral and Wildrose party lead¬ 
ers a disappointment when

The Buena Vista building on 124 
Street will be coming down, but 
parts of it will rise again in a 
new, 27-storey tower called the 
MacLaren, after city councillors 
approved a rezoning request 
Monday. 

Councillors voted nearly 
unanimously to approve the 
rezoning for the historic build¬ 
ing, after hearing relatively little 
resistance from the public. 

The rezoning opens the door 
for a plan that will take down the 


current building, but will aim to 
preserve the historic brick facade 
and build a new building with a 
tower overhead. 

Coun. Ben Henderson, the 
lone voice of dissent, said there 
is many parts of the design he 
liked, but he worried about such 
a large building on 124 Street. 

“This might be the way we 
go, but I really feel we are kid¬ 
ding ourselves that this is go¬ 
ing to make a pretty profound 
change,” he said. “This is going 
to change the feel of what that 
street is about.” 

Mayor Don Iveson conceded 
that the building would bring a 
change, but said having more 
people living on the street will 
make a more vibrant community. 

“It does change the charac¬ 
ter of the neighbourhood, but 


I think having all the people in 
those towers is what allows the 
retail to flourish,” he said. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said the 
tower above is important to 
make saving the historic build¬ 
ing viable. 

“Height and density give 
us what is really uncommon 
and what is really spectacular 
and that is a brick by brick dis¬ 
mantling and resurrection of 
this building.” 

Henry Edgar, vice-president 
of Edgar developments, who are 
behind the building confirmed 
that and said they are putting 
tremendous effort into saving 
the historic facade. 

“It’s like a big jigsaw puzzle. 
We will actually be labeling each 
brick and putting them back.”

App to connect people in 
need with disability services 


People with disabilities could 
soon have an app to connect 
with the social agencies that 
provide them essential ser¬ 
vices. 

The Humanized Disability 
Service Planning app, pro¬ 
posed by the Skills Society 
and partners as part of a 
Make Something Edmonton 
project, is being touted as a 
more “humanized” approach 
to planning the services — 
like employment — that 


people with disabilities need. 

To do that, the app will 
move away from Excel spread¬ 
sheets to using videos and 
pictures of the individuals 
in need. 

“Typically plans that are 
developed that we’ve seen 
in our field... can often be 
de-humanizing. It can often 
be bureaucratic; it can be a 
bunch of paperwork thrown 
at you (that) doesn’t end up 
helping you to have a good 


life,” said Ben Weinliclc of 
Skills Society. 

The app breaks the old 
rules by creating what Wein- 
liclc calls a more “meaning¬ 
ful” experience to planning. It 
would allow “people receiving 
services and their families to 
be at the helm when design¬ 
ing the service they deserve 
and want,” according to the 
Make Something Edmonton 
project listing.

Visually impaired get more books 


Visually impaired Canadians 
long frustrated with a lack of 
accessible literature in the coun- 
tiy will soon have access to hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of titles from 
collections around the world. 

The federal government is 
on the verge of amending copy¬ 
right laws to allow Canada to 
fully implement the Marrakesh 
Treaty, a global agreement that 
will see dozens of countries pool 
resources to lower accessibility 
barriers for people who struggle 
to read printed material. 

Under the terms of the deal, 
participating countries will 
create copyright exemptions 
that allow them to share au¬ 
dio books, electronic texts and 
other accessible forms of print 
material with other treaty sig¬ 
natories. 


The resulting libraiy, which 
already features 285,000 titles 
in 55 languages, will be access¬ 
ible to people with visual or 
physical impairments that pre¬ 
vent them from reading text 
either on paper or on a screen. 

Advocates are hailing the 
treaty as a crucial first step to¬ 
wards closing a yawning gap be¬ 
tween those who require access¬ 
ible texts and those who don’t. 

Diane Bergeron, an Execu¬ 
tive Director with the Canadian 
National Institute for the Blind, 
said only seven per cent of the 
world’s accumulated literature 
is currently available in alter¬ 
nate formats. 

The Marrakesh Treaty, she 
said, can help level the play¬ 
ing field by simplifying rules 
and cutting red tape. The cur¬ 


rent laws require countries to 
seek permission from individual 
copyright holders if they want 
to share books across borders. 

Using the example of five dif¬ 
ferent countries hoping to share 
the Harry Potter series, Bergeron 
said that each countiy would 
have to produce its own copies 
of eveiy series entry, thereby 
duplicating efforts underway in 
other parts of the world. 

“You’d have five copies of that 
book being created in alternate 
format at approximately $1,500 
a shot,” Bergeron said in a tele¬ 
phone interview. 

Canada will start imple¬ 
menting the treaty later this 
week when Industiy Minister 
James Moore tables a bill intro¬ 
ducing it in the House of Com¬ 
mons.

While investigators removed four 
dumpsters from behind Siloam 
Mission Monday, the agency and 
other organizations working with 
Winnipeg’s homeless say they’re 
making sure their clients are tak¬ 
ing precautions after the bodies 
of two men were found down¬ 
town Saturday. 

An employee at a business 
near Siloam said officers who 
arrived on scene shortly before 
8 a.m. Monday told him the area 
behind the mission at 300 Prin¬ 
cess St. was taped off and the 
dumpsters had tarps over them 


as part of the investigation into 
the homicides. 

A video released by police on 
YouTube Monday said the pub¬ 
lic should expect to see police 
investigating the homicides at 
various alleyways in the down¬ 
town area. 

Winnipeg’s homeless and vul¬ 
nerable community were warned 
Sunday after police say at least 
one suspect “brutally killed” two 
men within the span of four 
hours over the weekend. 

Police say Donald Collins, 65, 
was found in the rear of 329 
Hargrave St. around 12:45 a.m. 
and Stony Stanley Bushie, 48, 
was found behind 333 Portage 
Avenue around 6:30 p.m. 

Siloam’s deputy director Laiza 
Pacheco said police didn’t tell 
them what was of interest in 
the dumpsters, but the mission 
is cooperating with the inves¬ 
tigation. 

“We’re trying to be as helpful 
as we can,” she said. 


Pacheco said the dumpsters 
could contain garbage from all 
aspects of the mission’s work 
— from food scraps to things 
thrown out by people staying 
overnight — as well as anything 
thrown in by passersby. 

While police continue to in¬ 
vestigate Pacheco said Siloam has 
put up posters about the crime 
up at the mission, and staff are 
making sure their clients know 
to be careful on the streets. 

Joel Cormie, operations man¬ 
ager at Winnipeg’s Lighthouse 
Mission, said his staff would 
be doing the same for the 250 
people expected for lunch Mon- 
day. 

“Obviously it’s horrific and 
horrible and we hope that the 
person is caught and brought 
to justice,” he told Metro. “But 
whatever the reason it’s hap¬ 
pening we just hope that people 
are safe and they’re taking the 
necessary precautions not to put 
themselves in harm’s way.”

It’s the Victoria Day long week¬ 
end and you and your dinner 
guests are basking in the sun, 
munching on nibblies while pat¬ 
ties cook on the grill. You go 
inside to get something to cool 
your beverage and then it hits 
you: you have no ice.

So the National Capital Com¬ 
mission, which manages the 
historic home, replaced it with 
a new, heavy-duty machine to 
grace their kitchen, according 
to a Jan. 19 memo obtained by 
Metro under the Access to In¬ 
formation Act. 

The federal Crown corpora¬ 
tion figured it would take 45 
days to replace the old machine 


with a new one, at a cost of about 
$10,000. The machine alone was 
pegged to cost $7,000, with an¬ 
other $2,000 to $4,000 for mech¬ 
anical and electrical modifica¬ 
tions to move the unit to the 
kitchen from the basement. 

Mark Rristmanson, head of 
the NCC gave the OK on the 
contract on Feb. 9. 

The NCC says the work has 
been done, but a spokesman 
wasn’t able to say how much 
it cost. The machine is just one 
of many repairs needed at the 
147-year-old heritage building 
in recent years.

Ad blitz promotes 
federal budget 


The Conservative government 
has booked $13.5 million for 
an all-out, co-ordinated blitz 
in April and May to advertise 
its 2015 pre-election budget. 

The push, detailed in inter¬ 
nal government documents 
obtained by The Canadian 
Press, builds on existing Fi¬ 
nance Canada and Canada 
Revenue Agency campaigns 
to promote Conservative tax 
measures both past and pro¬ 
posed — the backbone of the 
Harper government’s re-elec¬ 
tion strategy. 

Phase VIII of a CRA cam¬ 
paign entitled Tax Relief Meas¬ 
ures comes with a $6-million 
budget this fiscal year and is 
described as a “continuation 
of the 2014-15 ad campaign.” 

The ad buy is listed as a 
bulk purchase of TV for April, 
a “heavy-up” April TV buy and 
an “April 2015 NHL (TV)” buy. 

Playoff hockey fans will have 
seen the publicly funded cam¬ 
paign. 

“The intention is to encour¬ 
age taxpayers to claim the tax 
relief measures to which they 
may be entitled and file their 
tax returns online and on 
time,” says the internal gov¬ 
ernment ad description.

As the death toll from Nepal’s 
devastating earthquake climbed 
past 4,000, aid workers and of¬ 
ficials in remote, shattered vil¬ 
lages near the epicentre pleaded 
Monday for food, shelter and 
medicine. 

Help poured in after Satur¬ 
day’s magnitude-7.8 quake, with 
countries large and small send¬ 
ing medical and rescue teams, 
aircraft and basic supplies. The 
small airport in the nation’s 
capital, Kathmandu, was con¬ 
gested and chaotic, with some 
flights forced to turn back early 
in the day. 

Buildings in parts of the city 
were reduced to rubble, and 
there were shortages of food, 
fuel, electricity and shelter. As 
bodies were recovered, relatives 


cremated the dead along the Bag- 
mati River, and at least a dozen 
pyres burned late into the night. 

Conditions were far worse 
in the countiyside, with rescue 
workers still struggling to reach 
mountain villages two days after 
the earthquake. 

Some roads and trails to the 
Gorkha district, where the quake 
was centred, were blocked by 
landslides — but also by traffic 
jams that regularly clog the route 
north of Kathmandu. 

“There are people who are 
not getting food and shelter. I’ve 
had reports of villages where 70 
per cent of the houses have been 
destroyed,” said Udav Prashad 
Timalsina, the top official for 
the Gorkha region. 

World Vision aid worker Matt 
Darvas arrived in the district in 
the afternoon and said almost 
no assistance had reached there 
ahead of him. Newer concrete 
buildings were intact, Darvas 
said, but some villages were re¬ 
ported to be devastated. 


He cited a “disturbing” re¬ 
port from the village of Singla, 
where up to 75 per cent of the 
buildings may have collapsed 
and there has been no contact 
since Saturday night. 

In the villages that have been 
reached, World Vision said the 
greatest needs were for search- 
and-rescue teams, food, blankets, 
tarps and medical treatment. 

Timalsina said 223 people had 
been confirmed dead in Gorkha 
district, but he presumed “the 
number would go up because 
there are thousands who are 
injured.” 

He said his district had not 
received enough help from the 
central government, but Jag- 
dish Pokhrel, a clearly exhausted 
army spokesman, said nearly the 
entire 100,000-soldier army was 
involved in rescue operations. 

“We have 90 per cent of the 
army out there working on 
search and rescue,” Pokhrel said. 
“We are focusing our efforts on 
that, on saving lives.” 


Nepal’s Home Ministry said 
the country’s death toll had 
risen to 4,010. Another 61 were 
killed in neighbouring India, 
and China’s official Xinhua 
News Agency reported 25 dead 


in Tibet. At least 18 of the dead 
were killed at Mount Everest 
as the quake unleashed an ava¬ 
lanche that buried part of the 
base camp packed with foreign 
climbers preparing to make their 


summit attempts. 

At least 7,180 people were in¬ 
jured in the quake, police said. 
Tens of thousands are estimated 
to be left homeless.

Social media is a chronicle of 
life, and sometimes death. So 
it should be no surprise that a 
site of great human and cultural 
loss in Nepal’s devastating earth¬ 
quake is now barraged with the 
clicking of smartphones. 

Near Kathmandu’s famed 
Dharahara Tower, a historic 


nine-storey structure reduced 
to an enormous pile of red brick 
dust, dozens of people clambered 
around the debris clicking sel- 
fies and photos of their friends 
posing in front of the wreckage. 

The tower, built by Nepal’s 
royal mlers in the 1800s, was one 
of the countiy’s most treasured 
monuments, and was photo¬ 
graphed far more than other 
buildings destroyed by Satur¬ 
day’s quake. 

It is unclear how many people 
were killed in the tower, but it 
was believed to have been filled 
with tourists. 

Pawan Thapa, a 21-year-old 


business student who arrived 
from the suburbs to try to help 
with the recovery effort, was 
dismayed by the scene. Some 
of those taking pictures were 
smiling for the camera. 

“This is earthquake tourism. 
This is not right,” he said. “They 
are more interested in clicking 
their selfies than understanding 
that it is a tragedy.” 

Most of those taking pictures, 
however, did not appear to be 
tourists but locals capturing the 
devastation of their community, 
and the loss of a landmark that 
had helped define it.

Global groups lend a hand 


The desperate effort to save lives 
in earthquake-ravaged Nepal in¬ 
tensified Monday as aid flights ar¬ 
rived carrying emergency medical 
teams, search-and-rescue equip¬ 
ment and tarps for shelter. 

Governments, charities and 
development agencies also an¬ 
nounced broader plans for further 
help to arrive in the coming days 
and weeks. 

Priority at the damaged inter¬ 
national airport in the Nepalese 
capital, Kathmandu, was given 
to aid flights carrying either doc¬ 
tors or search teams, said Capt. 
Chezki, an Israeli air force pilot 
who landed an early aid flight 
and then returned to Israel. He 
could only be identified by his 
first name according to Israeli 
military guidelines. 

He told The Associated Press 
that not eveiy flight that wants 
to land can do so because of con¬ 
ditions at the airfield. 


“It’s a challenge,” he said. “A 
lot of the airport was damaged.” 
He said his squadron dropped off 
boxes with aid as quickly as pos¬ 
sible and set up camp to help the 
injured before returning to Israel 
with some injured people who 
were medically cleared for travel. 

Aid experts said disruptions at 
the airport are likely to continue, 
slowing the arrival and distribu¬ 
tion of vitally needed supplies. 

Kipp Branch, senior medical 
supply officer for the MAP Inter¬ 
national charity, said the group 
is putting together an extensive 
medical supply shipment that 
will only be sent once it has clear¬ 
ance to land and distribute emer¬ 
gency health supplies intended to 
support 10,000 people for three 
months. 

“The challenge now is getting 
the airport up and running,” he 
said from Brunswick, in the U.S. 
state of Georgia, where he is or-

ganizing the shipment that will 
likely be sent from the Nether¬ 
lands via a commercial cargo 
flight. Branch said the huge 
amount of aid being sent means 
the airport will be challenged to 
accommodate all of the flights. 

United Nations spokesman Far- 
han Haq said the UN is releasing 
$15 million from its central emer¬ 
gency response fund to help vic¬ 
tims. But Haq also acknowledged

U.S. judges listen on gay marriage 


Tuesday is a potential water¬ 
shed moment for America’s 
gay and lesbian couples. After 
rapid changes that have made 
same-sex marriage legal in all 
but 14 states, the U.S. Supreme 
Court will hear arguments over 


whether it should be the law 
of the land. 

All eyes will be on the jus¬ 
tices for any signals that they 
are prepared to rule that the 
Constitution forbids states 
from defining marriage as the 


union of a man and a woman. 

The cases before the court 
come from four states, all of 
which had their marriage bans 
upheld by the federal appeals 
court in Cincinnati in Novem¬ 
ber.

REACTION TO DEATH 

National Guard 
called in 
amid rioting 

Rioters plunged part of Bal¬ 
timore into chaos Monday, 
torching a pharmacy, setting 
police cars ablaze and throw¬ 
ing bricks at officers hours 
after thousands mourned the 
man who died from a severe 
spinal injury he suffered in 
police custody. 

The governor declared a 
state of emergency and called 
in the National Guard to re¬ 
store order, and Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Loretta Lynch, in her first 
day on the job, said she would 
send Justice Department offi¬ 
cials to the city in coming days. 
A weeklong, daily curfew was 
imposed beginning Tuesday 
from 10 p.m. to 5 a.m., the 
mayor said. At least 15 officers 
were hurt, and some two dozen 
people were arrested. Two of¬ 
ficers remained hospitalized. 

“The National Guard repre¬ 
sents the last resort in restoring 


order,” Gov. Lariy Hogan told a 
news conference. “I have not 
made this decision lightly.” 

Monday’s riot was the latest 
flare-up over the mysterious 
death of Freddie Gray, whose 
fatal encounter with officers 
came amid the national de¬ 
bate over police use of force, 
especially when black suspects 
are involved. Gray was African- 
American. Police have declined 
to specify the races of the six 
officers involved in his arrest, 
all of whom have been sus¬ 
pended with pay while they 
are under investigation. 

Emergency officials were 
constantly thwarted as they 
tried to restore calm. Firefight¬ 
ers trying to put out a blaze at 
a CVS store were hindered by 
someone who sliced holes in 
a hose connected to a fire hy¬ 
drant, spraying water all over 
the street and nearby buildings. 
Later Monday night, mayoral 
spokesman Kevin Harris con¬ 
firmed that a massive fire that 
had erupted in East Baltimore 
was also related to the riots. 
He said the Maiy Harvin Trans¬ 
formation Center was under

construction and that no one 
was believed to be in the build¬ 
ing at the time. 

“Too many people have 
spent generations building 
up this city for it to be de¬ 
stroyed by thugs, who in a veiy 
senseless way, are trying to 
tear down what so many have 
fought for, tearing down busi¬ 
nesses, tearing down and de¬ 
stroying property, things that 
we know will impact our com¬ 
munity for years,” said Mayor 
Stephanie Rawlings-Blalce, a 
lifelong resident of the city. 

Grey’s family was shocked 
by the violence and was lying 
low; instead, they hoped to or¬ 
ganize a peace march later in 
the week, said family attorney 
Billy Murphy. 

“They don’t want this move¬ 
ment nationally to be marred 
by violence,” he said. “It makes 
no sense.” the associated press

Nunavut 
split on 
beer sale 

Nunavut politicians are once 
again facing the emotional 
issue of whether to open the 
territory’s first retail store to 
buy alcohol. 

Residents of Iqaluit strongly 
favoured a beer and wine store 
in a vote last week. But many 
remain deeply opposed to it, 
fearing further booze-fuelled 
social problems in a commun¬ 
ity that already has plenty of 
them. Supporters say easier 
access to beer and wine would 
fight bootlegging and wean 
some drinkers off more power¬ 
ful hard liquor. 

Nunavut has Canada’s most 
restrictive liquor laws, with 
many communities banning 
alcohol entirely. 

The decision to allow a beer 
and wine store in Iqaluit now 
rests with the territorial cab¬ 
inet.

Tidal ‘doing just fine,’ Jay-Z 
tells critics in Twitter rant 


STREAMING SERVICE 

Rapper’s tweet 
tsunami latest 
effort to set 
record straight 

Jay-Z unleashed a series of 
tweets on Sunday defending 
Tidal, the music streaming ser¬ 
vice he bought and relaunched 
a little over a month ago. 

Tidal, a Swedish-based music 
streaming service entered an 
already crowded market, with 
the backing of several high-pro¬ 
file artists, promising higher 
quality audio files and more 
money going directly to the 
artists. 

However, since its launch, 
consumers do not appear to 
have embraced the service and 
last week, the app fell out of 
the list of top 750 Apps on the 
iOS app store, after peaking at 
83 on April 7. 

In response to the negative 
publicity, Jay-Z unleashed a 
15-missive tweet-storm Sunday, 
attempting to set the record 
straight against the “many big 
companies that are spending 
millions on a smear campaign.” 

Among the highlights: 

“Tidal is doing just fine. We 
have over 770,000 subs. We 
have been in business less than 
one month.” 

“Tidal pays 75% royalty rate 
to ALL artists, writers and pro¬ 
ducers — not just the founding 
members on stage.” 

But there still is a long way 
to go. Tidal’s 770,000 subscrib¬ 
ers are relatively small com¬

pared to the current market 
leader, Spotify, which as of 
January had 15 million pay¬ 
ing subscribers and 60 mil¬ 
lion users. 

Jay-Z’s final tweet pointed 
to an exclusive concert by Jack 
White on the service. That 
might be the path to success, 
or at least differentiation, for 
the service. So far, Tidal’s ex¬ 
clusives have not seemed im¬ 
pressive, or enough to galvan¬ 
ize consumer interest. Part of 


the issue is that because of the 
number of existing record label 
deals with artists, it’s hard to 
get truly exclusive content. 

The other is the issue of tim¬ 
ing. Unlike streaming video, 
where there is a dogfight to cre¬ 
ate or lock up exclusive content 
for rival services music stream¬ 
ing is already commoditized 
and many of the rival services 
all have huge libraries with 
much of the same content.

Only change in attitude 
will make cyclists safer 



I went out the other night 
and wore a fancy super- 
reflective bike jacket I had 
recently purchased — one 
of those things that’s almost 
completely luminescent in 
headlights. You can’t be too 
safe, right? 

Exactly one block from my 
home, I was nearly mowed 
down when a man driving a 
truck rolled through a stop 
sign, his cellphone shining 
close to his face. 

You saw that Volvo ad 
making the rounds on social 
media? It involved spraying 
your helmet, knapsack, and 
entire bicycle with reflect¬ 
ive “LifePaint.” Watching it 
again after my near accident, 
I became skeptical that full- 
body reflectivity and LED- 
headlights-ablaze visibility 


is the answer for cars, bikes 
and pedestrians safely shar¬ 
ing the street. 

It reminded me of how 
Seattle turned around its “bi¬ 
cycle backlash” several years 
ago. Every time discussion 
about bicycle infrastructure 
came up, it was character¬ 
ized as a “war on cars.” 

A group in Seattle decided 
to change the language to 
highlight the people be¬ 
hind the mode of transport. 
“Cyclists” became “people 
bicycling,” “drivers” be¬ 
came “people driving,” and 
“transit user” became, you 
guessed it, “people taking 
public transit.” 

The zero-sum game — 
you’re either for cars or 
against — is still apparent 
in Edmonton. If you add a 
protected bike lane, you’re 
taking away parking for cars. 
Every dollar spent on bicycle 
infrastructure? One dollar 
less spent on potholes. 

Sure, all the suggested 


“people” phrases Seattle 
created are a mouthful. 

But they serve to highlight 
the essential humanity of 
those involved. In Seattle, a 

I'm skeptical 
that full-body 
reflectivity and 
LED-headlights- 
ablaze visibility is 
the answer for cars 
and bikes to share 
the streets. 

conscious shift in language 
helped quell the animosity 
between the various road 
users. 

I’m not arguing that those 
of us riding bikes should 
do away with reflectors and 
lights. But in my experience, 
people who drive more than 
they ride don’t realize that 
most cyclists are always rid¬ 
ing defensively. I can hear a 


car and see a car long before 
it sees me — whether I’m lit 
up like a Christmas tree or 
completely invisible — and 
so I respond in advance. 

Suggesting that the only 
solution is to increase visi¬ 
bility is, I think, symptom¬ 
atic of car culture’s victim- 
blaming of “vulnerable road 
users.” I mean, we could just 
as easily call those navigat¬ 
ing giant hunks of steel mov¬ 
ing at high speeds “lethal 
road users,” but we don’t. 

Moreover, turning people 
on bikes into blazing frealc- 
shows-on-wheels allows for 
the illusion that we’re not in 
this together. That we’re not 
dealing with other human 
beings on the road. 

When, in reality, we so ob¬ 
viously are.

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'B.C. is not prepared 
for an earthquake' 


My mum can't remember 
what's packed into the two 
large garbage bins waiting 
by the woodpile for the big 
one to hit B.C. My dad was 
the mastermind behind 
the earthquake kits — the 
contents of which could 
furnish an art installation on 
preparedness and its quaint¬ 
ness. Sleeping bags. Tent. 
Canned food. Can opener. 
Shoes. Radio. Medical kit. 

When the big one hits 

— scientist say a mega 
earthquake and tsunami off 
the West Coast are inevitable 

— my parents will be ready to 
survive, if they survive. 

There are two ways to see 
an earthquake like the one 
that hit Nepal Saturday, kill¬ 
ing 4,000 and counting. 

On one hand, there's the 
destruction that no govern¬ 
ment can fully prevent, and 
no Victoria, B.C., family can 
escape via stocked garbage 
bins. On the other hand, 
there's the hindsight that tells 
us more should have been 
done to shore up unstable 
buildings and save lives. 

In between is apathy. 

A report released last 
month chides the B.C. gov¬ 
ernment for not addressing 
earthquake apathy in both 
the public and inside govern¬ 
ment, and for prioritizing 
short-term needs over pre¬ 
paredness. The government 
has "hamstrung" Emergency 
Management B.C. with 
budget cuts, charged Henry 
Renteria, author of the re¬ 
port, earthquake survivor and 
former emergency-prepared¬ 


ness director in California. 

He found little had 
changed since the prov¬ 
incial auditor general last 
year determined B.C. is "not 
adequately prepared for a 
catastrophic earthquake." 

The government has spent 
millions on seismic upgrades 
to bridges and has prom¬ 
ised at least $2.2 billion for 
schools. But Renteria's report 
calls for more, including 
increased funding and power 
to Emergency Manage¬ 
ment B.C. and co-ordination 
between the province, busi¬ 
nesses and government. 

"You can bet those scenes 
of destruction can happen 
here," he said, referring to 
Nepal. Every city on this 
continent is vulnerable to 
a moderate earthquake. 
"Bridges, electrical systems, 
water delivery systems." 

Accepting that more 
must be done, the govern¬ 
ment then put the onus on 
individuals, urging people 
to spend $5 to $20 on their 
own earthquake kits. My par¬ 
ent's garbage bins ("unique 
in the neighbourhood," my 
mum admits) cost more. But 
the news from Nepal didn't 
cause him anxiety, nor does 
a recent study suggesting a 
one in 10 chance the next 50 
years will bring a tsunami rip¬ 
ping over Vancouver Island. 
My parents are ready to jump 
out of bed and roll the gar¬ 
bage bins to higher ground. 

"We've done what I think 
is reasonable," Dad said. 
Everything else "is beyond 
our control."

Writers protest Hebdo award

PEN’S freedom 
of expression 
prize divides 
literary world 

Canadian author Michael On- 
daatje is among a group of at 
least six writers who have with¬ 
drawn from next month’s PEN 
American Center gala, citing 
objections to the literaiy and 
human rights organization’s 
honouring the French satirical 
magazine Charlie Hebdo. 

PEN announced Sunday that 
the writers were upset by Char¬ 
lie Hebdo’s portrayals of Mus¬ 
lims and “the disenfranchised 
generally.” 

The Paris-based magazine, 
where 12 people were killed 
in a January attack at its of¬ 
fices, is to receive a Freedom 
of Expression Courage Award 
at the May 5 event in Manhat¬ 
tan. Much of the literaiy com¬ 
munity rallied behind Charlie 
Hebdo after the shootings, but 
some have expressed unhappi¬ 
ness with its scathing cartoons 
of the Prophet Muhammad and 
other Muslims. 

Francine Prose, a former PEN 
American president, has also 
withdrawn. 

“I was quite upset as soon 
as I heard about (the award),” 
Prose said during a telephone 
interview Sunday night. Prose 
said she was in favour of “free¬ 


dom of speech without limita¬ 
tions” and that she “deplored” 
the January shootings, but added 
that giving an award signified 
“admiration and respect” for 
the honouree’s work. 

“I couldn’t imagine being in 
the audience when they have 
a standing ovation for Charlie 
Hebdo,” Prose said. 

The gala is the highlight of 
PEN’S annual, week-long World 
Voices Festival and is intend¬ 
ed as a celebration of artistic 
achievement and expression, 
with past award winners includ¬ 


ing Ondaatje, Salman Rushdie 
and Philip Roth. Besides Char¬ 
lie Hebdo, which will be repre¬ 
sented by editor in chief Gerard 
Biard and critic and essayist Jean- 
Baptiste Thoret, others receiv¬ 
ing awards include playwright 
Tom Stoppard, Azerbaijani jour¬ 
nalist Khadija Ismayilova and 
Penguin Random House CEO 
Markus Dohle. 

Prose and Ondaatje were 
among more than 60 writers 
scheduled to serve as hosts. Ac¬ 
cording to PEN, the other hosts 
who decided not to attend were 


Teju Cole, Rachel Kushner, Taiye 
Selasi and Peter Carey. 

Ondaatje declined an inter¬ 
view request on Monday. 

In a letter sent earlier Sunday 
to PEN trustees, current PEN 
American president Andrew Solo¬ 
mon acknowledged that several 
people were offended by some 
of Charlie Hebdo’s cartoons, but 
added that PEN believed strongly 
in the “appropriateness” of the 
award. 

“It is undoubtedly true that 
in addition to provoking vio¬ 
lent threats from extremists, the 


Hebdo cartoons offended some 
other Muslims, as their cartoons 
offended members of the many 
other groups they targeted,” Solo¬ 
mon wrote. 

“But, based on their own 
statements, we believe that 
Charlie Hebdo’s intent was not 
to ostracize or insult Muslims, 
but rather to reject forcefully 
the efforts of a small minor¬ 
ity to place broad categories of 
speech off Emits, no matter the 
purpose, intent or import of the 
expression,” he said. 

“We do not believe that any

Prince of grunge was fuelled by shame

“Shame. That’s what made Kurt 
into who he was.” 

I was on the phone with a 
writer friend from Los Angeles 
discussing the new documentaiy 
Kurt Cobain: Montage of Heck. 

“He suffered from imposter 
syndrome, afraid that someone 
would call him out for being a 
fake. That came into confEct with 
the knowledge that he did have 
talent. And partly because he 
came from a broken home where 
his strong mother constantly be¬ 


rated his father—which explains 
why he was attracted to Courtney 
— he was never able to resolve 
this inner battle, even as he was 
being anointed the voice of a 
generation. Hence the shame.” 

This is one of the many con¬ 
clusions that might be drawn 
from the film’s two-and-a-quarter 
hours, which attempts to human¬ 
ize the compEcated Cobain from 
his birth to just before he took 
his own life in April 1994. 

When Courtney Love first ap¬ 
proached Brett Morgen to create 
a documentaiy about her late 
husband in 2007, he thought it 
would take 18 months. After aU, 
he had previously tackled diffi¬ 
cult celebrity topics with The Kid 


Stays in the Picture, the stoiy of 
Hollywood film producer Robert 
Evans. No such luck. 

Delays were caused by Court¬ 
ney’s various legal black holes 
— the lawsuits, financial issues 
and turmoil between her and 
daughter Frances Bean, import¬ 
ant because she eventually served 
as Montage’s executive producer. 
She was vital in securing the co¬ 
operation of the rest of Kurt’s 
family. And then there was the 
storage locker. After Kurt died, 
Courtney heaved all his stuff 
into storage to prevent it from 
being picked over by “friends” 
who seemed heU-bent on stealing 
as much as they could. Nothing 
was organized or catalogued. 


And because Kurt was such a 
pack rat, there was a lot of stuff 
to go through before any kind 
of narrative could be sculpted. 
The one that emerged is much 
different than expected: Beyond 
the expected misery, Kurt was a 
warm, fun guy. 

Montage gets especially eerie 
in the sections where Morgen 
uses Kurt’s own voice. It seems 
Eke he’s narrating his Efe stoiy 
from beyond the grave. 

Kurt was a complex charac¬ 
ter. And whEe we’ll never real¬ 
ly know who Kurt Cobain was, 
Montage of Heck is probably 
the closest anyone wiE ever get.

Pink concert OK for 
preteens, judge rules 


A mom’s decision to take her 
11-year-old daughter to a Pink 
concert has a judge saying, 
“So what?” 

The New Jersey judge says 
the concert trip isn’t evidence 
of bad parenting. 

NJ.com reports the girl’s 
parents are divorced, and her 
father accused his ex-wife of 
abusing her parental discretion 
by taking their daughter to the 
December 2013 concert at the 
Prudential Center in Newark. 

But state Superior Court 
Judge Lawrence Jones rejected 
the complaint in a 37-page de¬ 
cision that contained a brief 
history of rock ’n’ roll and a 
commentary on the increas¬ 
ing use of judges as referees 
for warring divorced parents. 

Jones said Pink may have 
some suggestive moves and 
lyrics, but she’s an artist whose 
works aren’t necessarily in¬ 
appropriate for preteens. 

Jones noted in his deci¬ 
sion that he spoke privately 
with the girl, who is now 12, 
and took into consideration 
the mother’s reasoning for 
allowing her daughter to at¬ 
tend the show. 

He found that the mother 
“in no way, shape or form ex¬ 
ceeded the boundaries of rea¬ 
sonable parental judgment” in

taking the girl to the show dur¬ 
ing her own parenting time. 
He also found that she didn’t 
subject the child to any un¬ 
reasonable risk of harm, or 
compromise the girl’s health, 
safety or welfare. 

“To the contrary, when all 
the smoke from the custody 
litigation clears, it will be self- 
evident that all which hap¬ 
pened here is that a young girl 
went to her first rock concert 
with her mother and had a 
really great time,” the judge 
wrote in his decision, which 
quoted the lyrics from Pink’s 
songs The Great Escape and 
Perfect as examples of mes¬ 
sages for adolescents.

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Mom kills thrill for 
teens taking risk: Study 

Adolescent brains nego¬ 
tiate risk differently than 
those of adults and a new 
study exposes what modu¬ 
lates their risk tolerance as 
they drive. 

Working with teen partici¬ 
pants accompanied by their 
mothers, the research team 
tracked blood flow in their 
brains as they completed a 
simulated driving task. 

In one experiment, teens 
drove alone and in the other, 
their mothers were watch¬ 
ing. 

When driving alone, teens 
find risky decisions reward¬ 
ing, the research revealed, 
but a mother's presence can 
nullify that thrill. 


Upon running a yellow 
light, blood flow increased 
to the reward centre of 
the brain, called the ven¬ 
tral stratum, when the teen 
drove alone. This part of the 
brain has been demonstrat¬ 
ed to be more sensitive to 
rewards during adolescence 
than any other part of life, 
but with mom watching, the 
effect was minimal. 

"The prevail¬ 
ing view is that 
this peak in re¬ 
ward sensitivity 
in adolescence 
underlies, in 
part, adoles¬ 
cent risk-tak¬ 
ing," says lead 
author Eva Tel-

Kurt Cobain has yet to receive 
his splashy Great Man bio- 
pic, but the cinema that has 
been made from his life and 
work with Nirvana is both 
more rewarding and very 
diverse. Now there’s Kurt 
Cobain: Montage of Heck, a 
life-spanning exploration that 
nevertheless doesn’t feel like 
a rock doc. That’s because it 
comes from Brett Morgen, the 
rare documentarian who, in 
The Kid Stays in the Picture 
and Chicago 10, has favoured 
the sensational and experien¬ 
tial parts of movies over basic 
Wilcipedia-style exposition. 

Though this covers Kurt’s 
entire life, this isn’t just 
about information. It’s a 
very stylized look at his life. 

It’s not a movie about Nir¬ 
vana, and it’s not a movie 
about Seattle, and it’s not a 
movie about grunge. It’s a 
movie about a boy. And we 
go on a journey with him 
through his life. It’s a lot 
closer in spirit to Boyhood 
than it is to any rock doc 
that I can point my finger at. 

Most films are presented 
from the outside looking in, 
especially in documentar¬ 
ies. This is presented from 
the inside out. That is a trib¬ 
ute to Kurt Cobain and how 
expressive he was with his 
art. The idea of the film is

that Kurt was creating this 
audio-visual autobiography 
of his experiences through 
life. It wasn’t just music; it 
was sound design and films 
and Super 8 filmmaking and 
cartoons and doodling and 
journaling. 

In interviews you’ve long 
been vocal about making 
docs that really exploit the 
film medium. 

If I was doing a book on Kurt 
it would take on a different 
shape and form. But when 
I’m approaching a subject I’m 
always thinking to myself, 


how can I use the medium 
of cinema to advance this 
experience? I want to use 
every inch and every frame 
and every speaker I can to 
access that experience for 
the viewer. 

It’s something I really 
started to invest in, in The 
Kid Stays in the Picture. 

It also doesn’t just play the 
hits. You use alternate or 
instrumental covers of their 
songs, and Smells Like Teen 
Spirit isn’t even blasted until 
the end credits. 

It’s funny: When I got 


through the first cut and the 
film was over, I looked at Joe 
Beshenlcovslcy, my editorial 
colleague, and he said, “Did 
you realize we didn’t even 
use Teen Spirit?” I was like, 
“That is f—ing rad.” That’s 
something Kurt would really 
appreciate. It wasn’t delib¬ 
erate; it just happened that 
way. 

In a normal film you would 
get to the moment when Teen 
Spirit comes out and it’s this 
cliched, ‘Hey, we’re all on top 
and we made it!’ triumphant 
moment. But in many ways 
Teen Spirit created a lot of 


pain for Kurt. Rather than 
play it as a celebratory mo¬ 
ment we went 180 degrees 
and played it as a funeral 
dirge. 

When we unearthed those 
outtalces from the video, 
which hadn’t been seen in 
20 years, and I looked at the 
dailies, I saw a different story 
than what the video was. I 
saw a Dionysian ritual; I saw 
a crowd devouring Kurt. It 
seemed prophetic. Rather 
than being a participant in 
the celebration it depicts, 
I thought they were eating 
him up alive. 

About an hour of the film 
is devoted to home footage 
of Kurt and Courtney Love 
holed up in their apartment, 
away from the world, goof¬ 
ing around. 


Q SOUNDTRACK

There’s so much more hap¬ 
pening there than goof¬ 
ing around. On the surface 
they’re goofing around, but 
what are they goofing around 
doing? Reading their press. 
They’re constantly referen¬ 
cing the way the world is 
seeing them. So you’re never 
far from the central narrative 
and theme of the film; you’re 
never far from those scenes 
of humiliation and shame.

Winehouse family criticizes documentary 


The family of Amy Winehouse 
has criticized a documentaiy 
about the late singer that is 
due to have its premiere at next 
month’s Cannes Film Festival. 

A statement issued Sunday by 
family spokesman Chris Good¬ 
man said director Asif Kapadia’s 
Amy is “misleading and con¬ 
tains some basic untruths.” 

The statement said the film 
suggested family members did 
too little to help the singer, who 


died in July 2011 at age 27 of ac¬ 
cidental alcohol poisoning. The 
soul diva, whose 2006 album 
Back to Black won five Grammy 
Awards, had battled drug and 
alcohol abuse for years. 

The family statement said 
the movie did not reflect the 
“huge effort from all concerned 
to help Amy at all stages.” 

“Fundamentally, the Wine¬ 
house family believes that the 
film does a disservice to indi¬ 


viduals and families suffering 
from the comphcated affliction 
of addiction,” it said. 

The filmmakers said in a 
statement that they began 
work with “total objectivity” 
and the support of the Wine¬ 
house family. They said the 
documentary was the result 
of interviews with about 100 
people who knew the singer, 
including “friends, family, for¬ 
mer partners and members of 


the music industry that worked 
with her.” 

Kapadia won wide acclaim 
with Senna, a documentary 
about the late motor-racing 
champion Ayrton Senna. Earlier 
this month, Canadian distribu¬ 
tor Mongrel Media acquired all 
Canadian rights to Amy. 

Amy is due to screen out of 
competition at the May 13-24 
Cannes festival.

Google analysis shows 
what's hot and not 

Tulle skirts are in. Jogger 
pants are hot. But high- 
waisted shorts? You don't 
want to go there. 

In its first fashion trends 
report, Google analyzed 
billions of searches dating 
back to 2009 to provide a 
detailed analysis of what's 
hot and what's not. Queries 
for tulle skirts jumped 34 
per cent between January 
2014 and 2015, according 
to the report. 

"Originating on the West 
Coast, the tulle skirt trend 
is making its way across the 
U.S., according to Google 
searches," said a blog post 
released Sunday on the 
report by Google brand 
strategist Yarden Horwitz 


and fashion data scientist 
Olivier Zimmer. "Consum¬ 
ers are seeking this skirt in 
all colours of the rainbow 
(and even in rainbow), but 
the most popular colours 
are the classics: black and 
white." 

Google, by crunching 
the numbers on fashion 
searches and correlating 
them with location, offers 
insights into how the trends 
have been moving. 

Jogger pants showed 
"mass appeal" across 
gender and age, with over¬ 
all searches rising 165 per 
cent in the year to 2014. 

But high-waisted shorts

Hollywood star Salma Hayek, 
in her ancestral homeland 
Lebanon for the first time, 
launched the global premiere 
of her animated adaptation of 
Kahlil Gibran’s celebrated novel 
The Prophet on Monday.

Oilers new-look 
front office 
still aglow after 
winning lottery 

Connor McDavid hasn’t donned 
an Edmonton Oilers jersey yet, 
but already he has changed the 
franchise’s path. 

McDavid hadn’t even been 
the Oilers’ prospective first over¬ 
all pick in June’s NHL draft for 
48 hours when for¬ 
mer Hockey Canada 
president and CEO 
Bob Nicholson was 
put in charge of Ed- 
monton’s business 
and hockey oper¬ 
ations. 

“When you look at 
McDavid day, it was so 
exciting for all of us,” 

Nicholson said. 

Almost immediate¬ 
ly Nicholson reached 
out to former Boston 
Bruins general man¬ 
ager Peter Chiarelli. 

On Friday, Chiarelli became the 
Oilers’ president of hockey oper¬ 
ations and GM. 

The two experienced hockey 
men provide the outside voices 
and expertise that could lead to 
the end of an almost-decade-long 
playoff drought. 

“These are exciting times for 
this organization,” Nicholson said 
on a conference call Friday. “For 
my first move in the National 
Hockey League, this is a pretty 
exciting moment.” 

Getting Taylor Hall, Ryan Nu¬ 


gent-Hopkins and Nail Yakupov 
first overall was supposed to lead 
to exciting moments, coupled 
with the drafting of Jordan Eberle 
and signing of defenceman Justin 
Schultz. But it took “McDavid 
Day” for owner Daiyl Katz and 
the organization to make big 
changes. 

Longtime president Kevin 
Lowe is out of his hockey role 
and now in charge of business. 
Under Nicholson, who presided 
over an era of success for Hockey 
Canada, Chiarelli is in charge of 
the day-to-day hockey decisions. 

Chiarelli won a 
Stanley Cup with Bos¬ 
ton, and the Bruins 
got to another final 
in 2013. He replaces 
Craig MacTavish, 
who admitted at the 
end of the season he 
might be “losing cred¬ 
ibility” after decisions 
went wrong. 

Nicholson wasn’t 
specific about Mac- 
Tavish’s role Friday 
because the process 
with Chiarelli moved 
quickly. It all started 
with lotteiy balls falling in the 
Oilers’ favour to land McDavid 
— and Chiarelli. 

“It certainly wasn’t a deal-mak¬ 
er,” Chiarelli said. “The group 
here with Bob and Kevin and 
Daryl, the relationships there 
really helped out. That pick is 
a tremendous pick. To try and 
move up from three or four to 
get that pick under normal cir¬ 
cumstances — you couldn’t do 
it, and especially with the calibre 
of player that’s available. 

“That was a huge, huge cherry 


on top to have that. But the de¬ 
cision wouldn’t have been any 
different.” 

When Chiarelli flew to Ed¬ 
monton with his wife and son, 
it wasn’t a slam-dunlc decision. 
At first the Oilers’ interest was 
“flattering” but then Chiarelli 
started taking it seriously. 

“I said to my wife, it’s like 
when we went out and got our 
second dog,” Chiarelli said. “We 
we weren’t planning on bringing 
that dog back with us, but when 


we saw it in the cage, we’re like, 
‘We’ve got to take it back with 
us.’ I kind of knew that was go¬ 
ing to be the same thing.” 

Chiarelli now has decisions to 
make, starting with the rest of 
the front office and the coaching 
staff. As much as Todd Nelson 
got out of the Oilers in replacing 
Dallas Eakins, coaches such as 
Todd McLellan, Paul MacLean, 
Dan Bylsma and Peter DeBoer 
are already available and Mike 
Babcock, Ken Hitchcock, Claude 


Julien and Dave Tippett could 
be soon. 

Another decision on the dock¬ 
et really isn’t one at all. Even 
though Chiarelli wouldn’t con¬ 
firm it, the Oilers’ store might 
as well start printing McDavid 
97 jerseys. 

“He’s a heck of a player,” 
Chiarelli said. “I love him as a 
player.” 

When McLellan left the San 
Jose Sharks, he answered a ques¬ 
tion about coaching McDavid 


about the team. 

“One thing that I’ve learned: 
You can have the best player and 
still not have the best team,” 
McLellan said. “It’s about team, 
it’s about a group, it’s about the 
whole organization and the cul¬ 
ture of the organization.” 

With Nicholson and Chiarelli 
running the show, the culture 
seems ripe for McLellan or an¬ 
other elite coach to step in and 
make these veiy exciting times 
in Edmonton, the Canadian press
